Washington, r».>;. 16— Oeneml I'er- 
ahUiK cabled th.' Witr Department to- 
iliiy that prttrtlcally complete reports 
of deaths In action among the expe- 
ditionary forces should reach the de- 
department by December 10 and of 
severely wounded by Dec. ST. 

Qeneral Pershing said that the num 
bar uf unreported casualties In pro- 
ceas of verification at the central 
records office of the expeditionary for 
ces on December 14 was 40.440. They 
were dlvUleil as followH; Kllleil In ac- 
tion, 3'JU. illi't] of wounds, 27S; died 
of iiiH.'MN.'. 3.',:i. acclilentuUy killed, 61; 
severely wounded In action, 19,171. 
These include all "supenss casaa un- 
der inveatlgatlon" the general aald. 
- General I'ershlng reported that the 
number of iliipllr^ited casualtlva iIIh- 
eovered In the central recorda ulflce 
since November 17 would not operate 
to reduce the'^otal for the entire ex- 
p«.dltlonary fon ee given In hN sum- 
mary uf That date, UH addttt ruil cas- 
tMltie.i laported more than uffset the 
dUpllc»lr<.

For the inforinnllnu of VKWS n arl- 
ers scattered o\fi- th'- wnild wf reri)rd 
the fact that we are having the tinest 
weather possible and. have had nearly 
all fall and winter up to this time. The 
sun Is shining bright and warm and 
the temperature is Just right to be 
bracing and healthfu;. 



Mr. J. P. Qartin and Carally receiv- 
ed the following letter from Otto Gor- 
tln, written on "Father's Day." They 
had only one short letter since lie went 
to France and did not know whether 
he had been on the ilrlng line: 

November 24. 
Dear Mamma, Papa and boya: — 

Dad, I guess thia will be moatly a 
letter to you. and a Christmas letter 
to you all. Have hardly written you 
one letter since coming to Franca. 

I am now at Base Hoapital No. 1, 
Vichy, Prance. The hospital la locat- 
ed in Carlton hotel building. Tou aee 
the censorship has raised ho I can tell 
you aomethlng of what I have been 
doing. I have not been wounded, but 
got a sprained hip on a hike recently 
ar.i! was aunt to hospital to get In 
ahape again. I have been here almost 
a week and expect to leave In u few 
days. 

Now for a Ilttla history. Wo left 
Camp Milia, U I., early by triilo the 
morning of September 80 for NeW 

York: embarked on large ferry boat 
which took u.s down the Ilud.si>n or 
Kast river to the docks where we 
embarked on the large English ship 
"Acijullunia," the second largest ship 
afloat as well us one of the fastest. 
Wa set sail from New ^Drk harbor 
about 4 p. m. Oi inljt r for "over 

here." roople u ;, \'» tt y^n.)*\ bye from 

neighboring buuls factory windows 
and shore while we were steaming 
out. And even the "Goddess of Ub- 
erty" which Hian<!H in the harbor with 
her hand pointed heavenward seemed 
to say "Good luck and a happy re- 
turn." At last we ware out to sea — 
torpedo boat destroyers and an aero- 
plarie or two going out u few miles 
\Mt!i u.s nad wlst-n daikn<vis came 
they returned. The "Aciiuatania " now 
steamed ahead taking xigsar eo'.irse 
for the open sea for li^nglanJ. The aea 
got rough and heavy and the hlg ship 
would roll and rock. Our company 
furnished the lifeboat detail togeth- 
with larl of tho ship's crew, i was 
one uf the detail. It was our duty. In 
■e we were torpedoed, to lower Ilfe- 
bokta and aee that everybody got off 
before we were to leave ship. Lots Of 
the fellowK got very sick, but your sol- 
dier boy gut Just u little bit slolc Abuot 
a day out from England some' of Uncle 
Kani's torpedo boat destroyers mat us 
and guarded us on In. We landeil at 
South Hampton, ICngland about 4 p. m 
October 0. Stayed all night at rest 
camp and next afternoon embarked 
on U. 8. ship for France. Landed next 
morning at LAHavre, France. Was In 
rest camp there a few days. From 
there we entrained and went to Nan- 
ten Kmnce, a ilay or twoH ride In 
liorse cars. There we went Into bil- 
lets — hoasee, bams, etc There la 
whore the flperer gardeli Is, the old 
nristneiatic lady and three daughters. 
W' remained there aad drilled for 
some time. They took "replacement 
bunch" .out of our regiment and sent 
them tp fronU leaving about SO In our 
company. Than came an order tear- 
ing up our division, the SUth and of 
course our regiment They look the 
rest of ua for another replaceiqent and 
we toft out of Naatiea Sunday morn- 
ing, NoVamtMT a, lar the front or to 
be used where they wanted to use us. 
We stopped at Le Mona at a reet camp 
H. day ur two, then entrained in home 
cars and rode for anotber day or two 
to Lea Islettes where there is at large 
Aaaerlcan cemetery and where the 
Amrlcana atartcd -some of tlielr light- 
ing, running the 'ienauiiH bark. The 
town la ahot all to pieces like a great 
moay of the tewaa where the Qer- 
mans have been. We atayed here a 
few days and wJlile here saw Asa 
Meek, who Jives about two mil<!8 back 
o{ Louisa, lie Is the only fellow I 
havu seen from home. On about the 
10th we started on hike with heavy 
pac^ acroas country to get with 77th 
division. jIUth regiment Infantry, to 
which we had been aHHigned. We 
marched through the Argonae forest 
wheiw our boya hud already run the 
Qemains out for two days and a half 
and went lato cnmp and rested one 
ciay. In the meantime we had heard 
of the armiBtkc bi jni,' .signed. Of 
course we were all gkid tho thing was 
over. 

The 77th Division had been In the 
lighting almost continuously since June 
or July. We started on to hike to 
them when I sprained my hip and 
couldn't hike without great pain so at 
Beaumont near the Meuae river where 
the marines had suffered greatly In 
crossing right at the close of the fight- 
ing, I was sent hack In an ambulance 
to a Held lHis|iil.-il. I'rom that one lo 
another and from that by train to 
where 1 am. 

In one of the rooms In which I stay- 
ed all niKhl in IJeauinont when the 
AmiTlcatiH Kot there tlwy found an 
old Frenchmant stuck to the wall wltli 
a bayonet The huns were Just regu- 
lars devils. Probably the Kaiser and 
his click win have a. little time to 
II). nk it over now. 

I expect to leavv here shortly as I 
am about well now and my hip Is- feel- 
ing In iiretty good shupe. Aa the War 
Is over now I am anxloiia to get back 
home. 1 may have to stay here a few 
inonlhs yet and do KUard duly In Oer- 
niaii.N. 1 di>Tri kiinw. 

1 haven't lieanl from homo for some 
time, but hope you all are well. At I 
don't know whether they will send me 
to the 77th, address me Vichy, France, 
Base Hospital No. 1 A. J', o. 781.

lion. John 1'^. Hager, of Ashland, has 
written some intensely Interesting let- 
ters from the battletields of (Yance 
during the post few months. We have 
been prevented by the limitations of 
help, etc., from copying some of the 
ones that were published by his home 
paper. They are models of descrip- 
tive writing. We have the pleasure of 
printing herewith his most recent let- 
ter, written Just after the armistice 
was signed. It Is a remarkable de- 
scription of the 'shock " accompanying 
the sudden cessation of the awful bat- 
tles suddenly ended by the armistice. 

Dick waa a member of the 80th or 
"Wild Cat Division," which took part 
in tlie fiercest fighting and is cre<UteO. 
with baving ioHt tnorc riuTi than any 
other. Ills brigade waa the {>5th Field 
Artillery. They began In Flanders at 
.Mt. Kimmel. Mter were with Halg'a 
troops at Cambria. St. Quentin sec- 
tor, with the French In the forest of 
St. Uubain, then transferred to Ver- 
dun aector: next through Argonna for 
eat to Sedan. Last woek he was on 
seVen days leave to Paris, visiting his 
sister's husband, Capt. Wulsln, after 
which he will rejoin his regiment as 
part of the army of occupation at the 
Khlne. Dick has a wife and child ut 
Nashville, Tenn.

,< FORCES IN FRANCE. 

November 11, l»18. 
I.>eur Dad and Mother: 
Ood certainly seems close to all 

soldiers on this the greatest day in 
the history of the world. Here I am 
In my position on a high hill, our big 
guns silent, and after all the din of 
this big thing the silence Is uncanny. 
We had passed a hard long night and 
were pumping them over at a great 
rate, when the portentous word came 
lor all fifing to cease, and on • ioer- 
taln moment silence fell, almost as a

meet the "mosiiuiio fleet" that night 
but they didn't show up until Frii'.ay 
morning. They were funny little 
boats, fast as lightning and ili.is.d

tion and supplies, and two cruisers. 
We landed ct IJveriwoI Monday morn- 
ing. .Mareli 4. about 3 oVIoek. We 
tililoade.l. ynt on ir.illis an.l w.-iil t.i 
Itomsey. .1 ItKSTc'.'P camp In the 
southern part of Kngland. We stayed 
iliere until Saturday meriting and W*. 
weie sent to Uarklilll camp cr Salls- 
luiry I'laiM. The aerodrome was ai 
Stonehenge. 2 miles away. Wi' march- 
ed thru the camp streets with iliir 
tlag imfurled niul were given a winn 
reception. We asked some fellows if 
there were anj- Americans there and 
they said there were "Waacs." W.- 
dill n't know what they meant pntil w 
saw girls with that Insignia on then 
arms. It stands for Womens Army 
Au.xlllary Corps. They work In of 
llces. cook, wait table, drive cars and 
in fact do iTiost anytliing a man can 
and have done great work. Of course, 
they liked the "yankoes" and every 
fellow had a girl or two or three. We 
used to march lo work every morning 
and back al night. In a few, days w.' 
moved over to the aeroiirome In tents. 
We stayed there all summer. Had lots 
of work but we liked It. 

Now for my first trip to london. 
That was about .March We were 

about 80 miles west and south of Lon- 
don. It was a grand alflit for iia. The 
girls nearly mobbed you. The Tank 
was a new sight for them. The build- 
ings looked funny to us but they were 
very fine. That's one thing you can 
say for Knglnnd Nearly all the build- 
ings are of stone and are built to slay. 
Old castles, churches, towers, monu- 
ments, etc.. built years and years ago 
and in perfect condition today. Will 
have to tell yoii more about them 
later on. 

Decoration day was a holiday. Also. 
Fourth of July. ! was made "FIlRhi 
Sergeant" about .lune ;Mh and had 
charge of the only Ann riean (light 
on our field and we had to work. The 
rest of the fellows got off. I was due 
for my 7-day leave July 4 but couldn't 
take it. About July '16th I wa^ put 
in charge of the Knglne Repair •Sec- 
tion and took my leave the latter j'.art 
of .luly Went to Liondon, Kdinhurgh 
and Scctland. Had a fine time. More 
about that later on. On July list 30 
of us w^re ordered to Ireland. We left 
on .-Xugust 1. went over on the I>>nls- 
ter the one that wa-^^ l.-iter sunk— and 
stayed there until .\ugiist 24. Mere 
we had a good time also. Was Just 
like a picnic. We w. re ordered hack 
lo England August I'l and v*ere n. nt 
to Ford Junction Aeroilroim.. in Sus- 
sex, near Brighton and .-iotiihhamp ■ 
ton. The rest of the l>ovs were ihere

Until peace is really horc ami our sohiiiTs hoin.' there 
can be no relaxation in any Red Cros-s elfort incident to 
active hoRtilities. 

"But even with peace, let no one suppose that the 
work of the Red Cros.s is finiwhed. Millions of Aiii. ritan 
boys are stiU under arms. Thousands of them are sick 
and wounded. Owing to the shortage in shipping', it may 
take a year or more to bring our boys home from Frannv 
But whatever the time, our protecting arms must be about 
them and their families over the whole period which 
Biait elapse before the normal Itfe of peace can be re 
•nmed. 

"Our soldiers and sailors are enlisted until the Com- 
mander-in-Chief tells them there is no more work for 
them to do In the war. Let every Red Cross member and 
worker — and this means both men and women-— show 
our returning soldiers and sailors that to care for their 
health, welfare and happiness we are enlisted for no less 
period than they are. 

"The cessation of wkr will reveal a picture of misery 
such as the world has never seen before, especially in 
the many countries which cannot help themselves. The 
American people will expect the Red Cj*os8 to continue 
to act as their aijent in repairing broken spirits and 
broken bodies. Peace terms and peace conditions will 
detcrinini" how we ni.iv t>est minister to the vast stricken 
areas which have been harrowed by war, and for this 
great act of mercy the heart and spirit of the 'American 
people must continue to be mobilized through the Amer- 
ican Red ("r.()ss. 

"On behalf of the War Council, we iicconimff ly ask 
each, member of our siilendiii Ixuly dI workiTs thnuiirh- 
out the land to bear in mind Ihe .•<olemn obligation which 
rests upon each one to 'carry on.' We cannot abate one 
instant in our efforts or in our spirits. There will be 
abundance of work to do, and upecific ad\^ice.s will be 
given, but even at the moment of peace let no Red Cross 
worker falter. 

"Our spirits must now call us to show that not the 
roar of cannon or the blood of our own aloae directs our 
activities, but that a great people will continue to respond 
greatly and freely to ita obligations and opportunity to 
serve."
